More Space for Industry in Development 
Areas and Northern Ireland 


NDUSTRIALISTS who are thinking of seeking new accommodation in any part of the country 
[ea find that the Board of Trade can help them in many ways. Experience has shown that each 

firm and each factory has its own special problems of location: Board of Trade offices, through 
their wide contacts with other Government Departments, with the nationalized bodies, with Local 
Authorities, and with industry, are in a good position to help meet these individual requirements, 
and the Board’s research organization has collated a wide variety of information on aspects of 
industrial location. 

This information includes details of industrial sites, Government factories, unemployed labour 
and reserves of labour not yet tapped, and the availability of basic services such as water, gas, 
electricity, transport and effluent disposal. It is assembled, along with maps, graphs and other 
statistical data, in the Industrial Location Rooms at the Board’s Headquarters and each of the 
eleven Regional Offices. The Board’s officers are ready also to arrange for the industrialist to inspect 
a selection of sites and to put him into touch with the appropriate local authorities, Electricity and 

, Gas Boards, etc. 


‘Room to Expand’ 

The Development Areas and Northern Ireland still have untapped reserves of labour and often 
of physical space which offer industry what it needs: room to expand. They have already attracted 
many enterprises from parts of the country where potential development is cramped by an acute 
scarcity of disposable labour and suitable sites. They can accommodate more. 

So ‘Room to Expand’ is the title of an illustrated booklet about the Development Areas and 
Northern Ireland which the Stationery Office has just published for the Board of Trade. The booklet 
reviews their past progress and present facilities as ‘areas with basic advantages which no manu- 
facturer contemplating a new venture or an expansion should ignore.’ ‘The Development Areas 
include the central part of Scotland, Dundee and the area around Inverness; County Durham and 
parts of the adjoining counties of Northumberland and the» North Riding of Yorkshire; West 
Cumberland; Merseyside and parts.of South and North East Lancashire; Wrexham.and South 
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Wales. The booklet also describes the advantages of Northern Ireland, 
which, though not technically a Development Area, affords facilities 
comparable to those offered in the Development Areas. 


Good Factory Sites 


Good factory sites can be found in many parts of the Development 
Areas, and in most cases easy access both to coal and steel and many 
other important raw materials, and to United Kingdom and overseas 
markets for finished products. Factories can generally be sited near 
to housing, traffic congestion is less acute, site values are lower. In 
suitable cases, the Board of Trade (or the Ministry of Commerce 
in Northern Ireland) are prepared to build factories to let at favourable 
terms for industrialists who bring industry to the area. Most of the 
Board’s factories are on Industrial Estates (these include such well- 
known estates as Team Valley in the North East, Treforest in South 
Wales and Hillington in Scotland), but a large number are on individual 
sites or in small groups. 

Nor does Government policy stop short at the point at which the 
industrialist sets up his factory. Some priority is given to firms in 
the Development Areas when raw materials are scarce and in the 
allocation of contracts by Government Departments and nationalized 
industry. The Treasury has power, on the recommendations of an 
advisory committee, to make loans to undertakings in Development 
Areas which have good prospects of success but cannot obtain the 
capital they need on the requisite terms. 

Here, then, are some notes, derived from ‘Room to Expand,’ 
on the various areas and on the sources of further information available 
to industrialists who may be interested. 





In Scotland 


The districts comprised in the Scottish Development Area—the 
biggest, with more than two-and-a-half million people—are named 
above. There is also a tract of country round the north-east shoulder 
of Scotland, from Buckie to Peterhead, that has been recognized 
as an area where a small measure of industrial development should 
be encouraged and helped, though it is not a Development Area. 

The booklet demolishes some illusions about the Scottish area. 
Its wide variety of industrial trades, skills and manufactures, and 
better access to markets, are becoming increasingly appreciated. 
Among the many new firms who have come to the Scottish Develop- 
ment Areas are more than twenty firms from North America alone; 
they make, in the main, light engineering and electrical goods. Notable 
examples of new production are business machines, aircraft engines 
and equipment, clocks and watches, and specialized vehicles. 


Where There is Most Labour 


In recent years the area has had from 30,000 to 50,000 registered 
unemployed. The majority of these, however, have been unemployed 
only for short periods, and many are relatively young. The district 
where most labour is at present available is the industrial part of 
North Lanarkshire, where the coal-fields are declining. In the 
Highlands and the Buckie-Peterhead districts the expansion of 
industries allied to local materials will become increasingly important 
through the development of timber supplies from the big afforestation 
programme that is being carried out in the North of Scotland. A 
large expansion in electricity supplies, too, has been taking place 
as a result of the schemes of the North of Scotland Hydro-Electric 
Board. Electricity is available in increasing quantities to factories and 
workshops. 

Near to Glasgow is East Kilbride, established under the New Towns 
Act to help in relieving industrial and residential congestion. Already 
a number of industrial concerns are operating in the New Town, 
and the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research has chosen 
East Kilbride as the home of an extensive range of engineering research 
laboratories. Substantial progress has been made with a large house- 
building programme. 

The Scottish area offers a variety of excellent industrial sites. A 
register of these sites is held in the Board of Trade office in Glasgow 
and in the Department of Health for Scotland in Edinburgh. 

Executives and employees will find that most things cost less 
north of the Border than south of it. And Scotland’s educational 
facilities are as famous as her amenities.

In Wales 


Bordered by the coast to the south and mountains to the north, the 
South Wales and Monmouthshire Development Area comprises 
the whole of Glamorgan, parts of Monmouth, Carmarthen, and 
Brecknock and the Borough of Pembroke. The area is rich in raw 
materials. Apart from coal and steel, there are light alloys, a wide 
range of chemicals, including oil refinery products, aluminium, 
limestone, tinplate and plentiful water. Gas and electricity are 
relatively cheap. 

Since 1945 many firms making a wide range of both capital and 
consumer goods have set up in the Area. Altogether the new industries 
now employ rather more than the coalmines. A striking feature in 
this great development has been the readiness of industrialists 
(including many with household names) to expand their factories. 
The Board of Trade now have nearly 350 factories in the Development 
Area, employing over 60,000 people. 

The best opportunities for new firms are in the western part of 
South Wales. When the second steel strip mill now building at 
Velindre is in full operation, many workers employed in the older-type 
tinplate works are expected to be available for jobs outside the steel 
industry. There are sites for large as well as small enterprises. In 
addition to the 230-acre Fforestfach Estate administered by the Wales 
and Monmouthshire Industrial Estates Ltd., there are a number of 
privately owned inland sites of up to twenty acres, and some of the 
old tinplate works (some of them excellent buildings) will in due course 
become available. There are also coastal sites with possibilities of 
effluent disposal. 

In other parts of the Development Area there are openings for 
industry, though not on the same scale as in West South Wales. 
There is a shortage of large factory sites in the coalmining valleys, 
but there are still cheap and attractive sites for small units, and there 
is a continuing need for development there. There are also larger sites 
elsewhere. There is a good reserve of girl workers in several parts of 
the area. 

The Wrexham Development Area is a small compact area near 
the English border in Denbighshire, coming, at its nearest point, to 
within about eight miles south-east of Chester. It was made a 
Development Area in February 1946 partly to deal with the high 
unemployment resulting from the closing of the Royal Ordnance 
Factory at Marchwiel, and partly because the area had depended 
too much on coalmining, which still employs about 8,000 out of a 
total insured population of about 36,000. 

A flourishing industrial estate has been set up round the nucleus 
of the R.O.F. buildings, which now house about a dozen manufac- 
turing undertakings. Taking into account a large converted wartime 
factory in the town, these post-war developments employ nearly 
3,000 people. There has also been considerable expansion of pre-war 
industry. Altogether, manufacturing industry now employs about 
10,000 people, and unemployment has fallen considerably. 














West Cumberland 


The West Cumberland Development Area stretches for 50 miles 
along the coast of Cumberland and is bounded on the hinterland by 
the English Lakes. 

Prominent among the area’s attractions for industry is pure and 
plentiful soft water, with good facilities for disposal of industrial 
effluent. There are also ample coal and limestone, and other important 
industrial raw materials such as iron and steel and sulphuric acid. 
Its workers have proved themselves adaptable to a very wide range of 
new industrial jobs. 

Good industrial sites are available with room for expansion and 
with access to railway sidings and port facilities. Some sixty firms have 
taken advantage of the area’s attractions since 1938, including manu- 
facturers of heavy and light engineering products, electrical and 
scientific instruments, synthetic chemicals, sulphuric acid and cement, 
high-class silk and rayon fabrics, various types of clothing and 
footwear, full chrome upper leather for the boot and shoe trade, fancy 
leather and dressed sheepskins and lambskins. 


;.. West Cumberland has one of the country’s atomic energy stations 
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and will shortly provide the world’s first atomic power station, it is 
stated in the booklet. These developments may well transform the 
economic and social character of the area. 

New grammar and technical schools are being built to meet the 
demands of the expanding population for higher education. At the 
technical schools there are courses in mining engineering, surveying, 
industrial chemistry, higher physics, textiles, scientific engineering 
and instrument making, which reflect the diversity of industrial 
interests that lie in the area today. 


In North-East England 


The North-Eastern Development Area covers the County of 
Durham and a little of Northumberland and the North Riding of 
Yorkshire. In contains Newcastle-on-Tyne, Sunderland, Middles- 
brough, and the New Towns of Peterlee and Aycliffe. Its industrial 
face has changed greatly in the past 20 years, for newcomers now 
supply an endless variety of industrial and consumer needs; most 
of the newcomers have expanded since they first set up in the 
North-East. 


The concentration of industry and people in the area offers a large 
market for manufacturers, and there is easy communication not only 
with other important home markets but with overseas markets too. 
There are many raw materials within easy reach, such as chemicals, 
and both carbonization and general coals. 

Foremost among the attractions of the North-East to new industries 
is its labour. Many industrialists have expressed their satisfaction 
at its quality. Although many new firms are now in production and 
the older industries still provide employment for large numbers, 
workers are still to be had in the area, and the proportion of young 
people among them is higher than usual. In some parts there are 
believed to be many women who would be prepared to work in a 
factory reasonably near their homes. 

The area offers a wide choice of industrial sites, with adequate gas, 
electricity and water supplies, and with well-developed communica- 
tions. Several hundred acres of land are already reserved for 
industrial use in various parts of the area. 























Lancashire and Merseyside 





A million and a quarter people live in the 113 square miles of city, 
suburbs and country which make up the Merseyside Development 
Area. It includes Liverpool, Bootle and Wallasey, Birkenhead and 
Bebington in Cheshire. 

The primary cause of the unemployment that led to the district 
being made a Development Area in 1949 is a rapidly-expanding 
population, Some 15,000 boys and girls leave school there each year. 
No other area in Great Britain of comparable size has such a high 
proportion of people under 40. 

Good factory sites of moderate size are available on the large 
estates owned by Liverpool Corporation at Speke and Kirkby, and on 
estates or sites owned by the Board of Trade and administered and 
developed for them by North Western Industrial Estates Ltd., at 
Birkenhead and at Huyton, near Liverpool. There are also a number 
of small individual sites elsewhere in the area. Most of these factory 
sites have new housing estates near them and are well served by roads, 
railways and ports. 

The Liverpool Corporation has special powers to build factories 
for letting or sale on lease, or to advance money on mortgage, up to 
two-thirds of the market value and repayable over 20 years, for factory 
building. Sites on the Corporation’s Industrial Estates can be bought 
on lease, the purchaser paying 10 per cent. deposit, the balance being 
repayable over 20 years by half-yearly instalments of principal and 
interest. Renowned manufacturing firms from many parts of England 
have opened new branches in the area during recent years, and 
several of them are now enlarging their works there. 

The South Lancashire Development Area extends from the 
outskirts of Manchester to those of Liverpool. Much of it is more 
rural than this description suggests. It was designated in 1946 because 
of its heavy unemployment at that time and its dependence on the

coal, cotton and glass industries. Since then some 40 factories have 
been occupied by firms new to the district and things are much better 
now, but it is still easier to find workers in the area than in the 
country generally. 

Within a 25 miles radius of the centre of the area live five-and-a-half 
million people who, together with the varied industries in which they 
are occupied, offer a large local market for nearly every type of product. 
Industrial raw materials, including coal, are plentiful; basic chemicals 
are produced at Widnes and in North Cheshire, within easy distance ; 
iron and aluminium are produced a few miles away. To the west is an 
extensive vegetable-raising area, the basis of a food-processing 
industry. 

Lying at the western exits of the Aire-Calder gap — historically the 
most important route through the Pennines—the North-East 
Lancashire Development Area has a string of industrial towns, 
Burnley, Nelson, Colne and Padiham, along a pleasant valley of 
farmland, and extends to Barnoldswick in Yorkshire. 

The inhabitants, who totai 180,000, have been and are still heavily 
dependent on textiles for employment. It was because of this and the 
unemployment resulting from the 1951-52 textile recession that these 
67 square miles became a Development Area in March 1953. About 
45 per cent. of the insured population are engaged in the textile 
industry, chiefly weaving. A sizeable engineering industry has grown 
up, but further diversification would be welcome. Soon after the 
area was designated the Government agreed to erect a large TV tube 
factory at Padiham. 

The focal point of the area, Burnley, is approximately 45 to 50 miles 
by rail and road from Liverpool and Leeds, 25 from Manchester, 
and 20 from the Port of Preston. The densely-populated industrial 
areas of Lancashire and the West Riding of Yorkshire provide a large 
market for all types of goods. A wide range of industrial raw materials 
are readily available, coal is mined locally, and basic chemicals are 
produced in or near the area. The engineering towns of Central and 
South Lancashire, which can supply most types of finished and semi- 
finished products, are only a few miles away. 
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Northern Ireland 











The Development Area legislation does not extend to Northern 
Ireland because the matters for which it provides are dealt with, 
under the Northern Ireland constitution, by the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland itself; but though Northern Ireland is not tech- 
nically a Development Area, it receives those preferences in the field 
of Government contracts, etc., which are a feature of the Imperial 
Government’s treatment of the Development Areas proper, and the 
Northern Ireland Parliament has passed a series of Acts to encourage 
industrial expansion. 

The efforts of the Northern Ireland Government in this field have 
been remarkably successful. Over 170 firms have started production 
for the first time in Northern Ireland, or have expanded their employ- 
ment, since 1945 with Government assistance, and are providing 
additional employment for nearly 26,000 workers, with the expectation 
of an ultimate increase to approximately 35,000. Thirty-two of these 
firms are tenants of modern factories owned by the Northern Ireland 
Government. The Government builds or purchases factories direct 
and leases them to suitable tenants at specially low rents for periods 
ranging to the first 10 years of occupation. Apart from the building of 
new premises for specific tenants, there is a steady programme of 
‘advance’ building designed to attract manufacturers by having 
factories available for occupation at comparatively short notice. 


Government Grants and Loans 


The Government of Northern Ireland also offers substantial non- 
repayable grants to encourage industrial expansion and will consider 
making loans for this purpose. Apart from grants and loans which 
are conditional on the provision of additional employment, there are 
at present available under the Capital Grants to Industry Act 
(Northern Ireland), 1954, virtually automatic grants of 25 per cent.

of the net cost of plant and machinery and of new building work 
incurred by industrial undertakings generally. Other facilities include 
assistance with housing problems, advice on factory location and help 
with the recruitment and training of labour. 


Good factory sites are available on the two industrial estates of the 
Ministry of Commerce at Castlereagh and Carnmoney, both just 
outside Belfast, and there are plenty of individual sites throughout the 
six counties. 


The most outstanding inducement which Northern Ireland has to 
offer the industrialist is the substantial labour reserve. Unemployment 
averaged over 24,000 men and 9,200 women during 1954, and there 
will be over the next few years an increasing number of young people 
looking for their first job. There is also a large ‘hidden’ reserve of 
labour, principally in the country districts. Only a small part of this 
labour is skilled, but the large number of firms that have established 
themselves in Northern Ireland have proved by their success and by 
the variety of their products that the local worker is willing, reliable 
and adaptable.

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Results of Research by Plastics Industry to be Shown 
at Olympia Next Week

NEARLY 100 exH1BITORsS from the plastics industry will show their 
products at the Third British Plastics Exhibition and Convention 
which opens at Olympia, London, next Wednesday. Covering an 
area of some 55,000 square feet, the exhibition (which is held 
biennially) will contain the latest plastics materials, plant, mouldings 
and fabricated goods, and will remain open to the trade and public 
until June 11. 

The event is being organized by the periodical ‘British Plastics,’ 
with the co-operation of the British Plastics Federation. The Plastics 
Institute is co-operating in the convention arrangements. 

“The British plastics industry spends several million pounds a year 
on research and development’ a spokesman for the industry said. 
‘Many of the results of work done since the last show was held in 
1953 will be seen at Olympia, and the ever-widening scope of plastics 
in industry and in the home will be apparent both in the exhibition and 
in the 21 papers to be discussed at the Convention.’ 


Convention Papers 


The Convention, which will run from June 2 to 9, will include 
papers to assess the prospects of new materials in the future; review 
advances in moulding techniques; describe changes, including 
increased resistance to temperature, in plastics treated by radiation; 
point the way to increased productivity in the industry itself, and, 
by the use of plastics, in ‘user’ industries including the foundries. 
Two papers will cover foams and sponge products, such as those used 
for upholstery in the latest types of London’s buses. Five papers will 
deal with the various aspects of glass-reinforced plastics, including 
their use in automobile construction. A chartered patent agent will 
talk on British and international patent practice as it applies to plastics. 

Nearly 2,000 buyers attended the exhibition and convention in 
1953 from 51 countries, and arrangements have been made to attract 
more this year. For the first time an official travel agent has been 
appointed and full particulars of the exhibition and convention have 


been posted in their offices and in those of British European Airways, 
British Overseas Airways, and Wagon Lits. 

A feature of the show will be a large staircase in the centre of the 
hall, connecting the plant and fabricating exhibits on the ground 
floor with the material manufacturers’ stands which will occupy the 
whole of the first floor. Incorporated in this staircase will be the stand 
of ‘British Plastics,’ the organizers, where all inquiries about the 
exhibition and convention will be handled. On the staircase also will 
be arranged a display by the newly-formed Design Committee of the 
Plastics Institute, demonstrating examples of good design in plastics 
for the first time. 

At the head of the staircase will be the Overseas Visitors Reception, 
where interpreters speaking six European languages will be in constant 
attendance. 

There will be a display of chemicals, moulding materials and 
mouldings shown for the first time by the Canadian Government as 
an example of plastics development in the Commonwealth. 


New Processes and Products 


Both in industry and in the home, plastics have revolutionized 
processes and products to a remarkable degree since the end of the 
war. The housewife has come to regard as a matter of course the 
supply of gay unshrinkable fabrics that are washable and long lasting, 
table tops which don’t burn when a hot saucepan is stood on them, and 
washable hardwearing wall paints which give a professional appearance 
when put on by an amateur’s brush. Many of the domestic uses of 
plastics in all their various forms will be demonstrated at the exhibition, 
as well as their industrial uses, the raw materials, the machinery, and 
large-scale uses, such as for transport vehicles, aircraft and so on. 

‘Plastics in the Home’ will be the theme of the stand occupied by the 
Plastics Division of a well-known y who were pioneers in the 


field. The display area will be used to show a kitchen, a bathroom and a

nursery in which many plastics materials will be incorporated in the 
normal settings — p.v.c. tiles, plastic wall panels and facings for kitchen 
units, linings in the refrigerator, and lighting fittings. Fabricated 
articles from other plastics materials shown in their domestic settings 
will include bath and wash basin, kitchen utensils and toys. The 
reception office on this stand will be furnished as the lounge of a 
private house. Plastics in this setting will be illustrated by the moulded 
television cabinet, the radio set, the telephone and the lampshades. 

A Salford firm showing mouldings and plastics for the surgical 
trade will also include polythene domestic products such as toilet 
brush holders, mixing bowls, colanders, and a novel dish drainer with 
compartments for knives, forks and cups, which is a new product. 

On show for the first time will be a prototype sink and draining 
board made in new glass reinforced laminated materials by a Dunstable 
manufacturer. The sink is self-coloured, and, in addition to having a 
good finish, is of great strength and resistant to chemical action, the 
makers claim. On the same stand will be a new material for lampshades, 
= a permanent glossy finish which can be cleaned with a damp 
cloth. 


Two more spheres in which plastics have proved invaluable are in 
the catering industry, and in retail stores, particularly in self-service 
shops. With more emphasis being given to hygiene in food stores, 
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By pressing a switch the front part opens up, revealing the numbers 
required in alphabetical order. 

An example of an unusual application of plastics materials will be 
shown by a London company who make studs for football boots. 
The studs are claimed to be practically everlasting. The same exhibitor 
will show a right-angle torch moulded in cellulose acetate which will 
withstand heavy wear and tear. This is already used by the police 
forces, the Services and N.A.T.O. personnel. 


New Materials 


Since the last exhibition was held a Lancaster firm have produced 
two new plastics materials. The first is a sheeting for rainwear embody- 
ing printed effects and the second a heavy plastic sheeting with asuede 
backing, which is becoming increasingly popular for making shopping 
bags and brief cases. There will also be a new quality curtain material. 

A Slough company will show plastic flooring in tile and continuous 
form. The virtues of plastic flooring are that it is non-slip and resistant 
to wear, all domestic spillage and most commercial spillage. It also 
has a high resistance to fire. This firm has recently installed a pilot 
plant, and they are able to execute export orders with a finer finish 
where required. It is hoped to extend this facility to the home market 
in the near future. 


Increasing use of wrapping materials for all sorts of consumer goods 
will be demonstrated on a stand showing plastic coated papers and 
boards of up to 72 inches in width. This paper is sealed by heat and 
is ideal for use where a low water vapour permeability is necessary. 
It can be used for wrapping foodstuffs, or metal components which have 
to be packed for overseas, for drum liners, and for the packing of 
all materials likely to be affected by moisture in transit. For packing 
equipment for the Services which has to be stored under tropical

conditions there is a metal foil laminate which the firm are making in 
conformity with a Ministry of Supply specification. 

Two interesting displays promise to be those of the Canadian 
Government, who are taking space for the first time, and the Plastics 
Institute. The former will be a composite display showing plastics 
products by 14 Canadian firms, illustrating a diversity of Canadian- 
made coloured laminates, moulding compounds, polyester resins, 
synthetic iron oxides, and synthetic rubber. Canada’s production of 
plastics centres round her fast-growing chemical industry, and there 
should be much on this stand to interest the expert and the layman. 

The Plastics Institute will have a display of articles all representative 
of ‘good design.’ The articles to be shown will be limited to those 
produced from all-British materials. 

A Bedfordshire firm will be showing new fire hydrant plates, 
moulded from two-colour laminate materials and machined to give 
the necessary two-colour effect. Maintenance costs are cut, say the 
makers, because the colorization is permanent and unaffected by 
corrosion. The same company will be showing new fittings which they 
are making for British Railways, to assist in the campaign for the 
modernization of railway stations. The fittings are produced in 
translucent materials with permanent lettering inlaid. Such fittings 
have already been installed in stations at Southend-on-Sea, Leigh-on- 
Sea, Potters Bar and Bradford. 


Uses in Transport 

‘Plastics in Transport’ will be demonstrated on the stand of a 
London company, where the display will show how the wide variety 
of synthetic resins, moulding materials, adhesives and allied products 
manufactured by them are being employed in the constructions and

equipment of the various forms of transport — aircraft, cars, buses and 
coaches, commercial vehicles and ships and boats. 

Another stand will feature a section of a coal mine, showing plastic 
conveyor belting with driving head, and p.v.c. ventillating ducting. 

Dual-colour textile bobbins will be shown by the subsidiary of a 
Kent firm. A feature of these is that the coloured collars and ends are 
integrally moulded into the barrels of the bobbins, which are of 
synthetic resin bonded laminated paper tube. Thus the moulded 
collars and ends are permanently coloured, and they can be made to 
the customers’ own choice, 

Another Kent firm will show model cars and a conveyancer fork truck, 
made for a Surrey customer who specializes in models of this kind, 
and whose exhibits, incidentally, aroused such interest at the B.I.F. 
recently. The scale working model of the truck to be shown is moulded 
in 21 different pieces by four tools, in cellulose acetate and high and 
medium impact polystyrene The model is operated by three torch 
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batteries and is primarily intended for travellers and overseas agents 
as a demonstration model of actual fork trucks. But it also finds a 
ready sale in toy shops in this country as a working model. 


Machinery for the Industry 

Many examples of new machinery for use by the industry will be 
shown. A new 250-ton ‘low pressure’ moulding press being supplied 
in increasing numbers to moulders of glass fibre and similar products 
will be the centre of attraction on the stand of its Gloucestershire 
maker. In the growing field for glass fibre polyester mouldings the 
makers feel that this press should arouse considerable interest. It 
stands over 20 feet high, and all the hydraulic controls and adjustments 
are easily accessible on the platform on the press head. On show also 
will be a range of plant in the thermosetting and thermoplastics field. 
The firm say that press production generally is at a higher level than 
for many years, and they have received export orders recently from 
Holland, South Africa, Colombia, Egypt, Canada, Portugal and 
Sweden. 

Mixing machines, incorporators and blenders in a range of sizes 
for use in research pilot plant will be featured by a Staines manu- 
facturer. The chief exhibit will be a special heavy-duty jacketed 
incorporator with hydraulic fitting, used for many applications in the 
plastics industry, including the pre-mixing of plasticizers in the 
production of p.v.c. sheeting. 

Another company will show the latest types of thermoplastic sheet 
welders and plastic pre-heaters, and a live display will show a team of 
welders performing various operations in the actual production of 
plastic raincoats. 

A comprehensive display of electronic welders will range from a 
new miniature model, specially designed for finishing work on plastic 
garments, to a giant 30-ton press capable of embossing and welding 
bench-type seat upholstery for cars and coaches in a rapid single- 
shot operation. 

Great emphasis was placed on the achievement of high output by 
the use of what are called ‘fast-cycling’ machines in the report of the 
Productivity Team which visited the United States plastics industry 
in 1952. One such machine developed to meet these demands, a 
2-oz. injection moulding machine to deal with all modern plastic 
materials, will be among the exhibits of a Kensington maker. 

London makers of high vacuum equipment will demonstrate a new 
large vacuum-forming machine which is being made here under 
licence from a Swiss firm. The plastics fabricating industry has been 
quick to realize the potential behind vacuum forming, and develop- 
ment is proceeding in the machines and associated user techniques 
as well as the preparation of improved sheet materials. 

There will be many examples of mouldings used in various industries 
including the electrical, refrigeration, radio and television industries, 
and a display of reinforced plastics now being used in the aircraft 
industry. 

A firm from Lancashire will show examples of the mass production 
of articles from the whole range of plastics materials, and the compre- 
hensive production and design versatility available to users of these 
materials in industry are to be demonstrated on the stand. Among the 
exhibits will be compression, transfer and injection mouldings, p.v.c. 
films, sheeting and extrusions, polythene piping, hard rubber, cast 
resin, and a range of mouldings in phenolic and other materials for 
the electrical industry. The theme of another display will be craftsman- 
ship; fine mouldings will be made to exacting standards of precision. 
Included also will be a display of the company’s induction heating 
system for moulds and platens. 


Variety of Materials 

All kinds of materials used in the industry will be on view. Included 
among these will be polystyrene moulding materials in several grades, 
with a fast flowing polystyrene for intricate mouldings needing a long 
flow. Also featured will be a toughened polystyrene which offers 
considerable advantages for some types of work. Raw materials for 
the plastics industry, notably for the manufacture of polyester resins, 
will be shown. 

Other materials will include a new toughened polystyrene co 
polymer which not only has a high impact strength, but also high 
elongation and flexual strength. It is easily moulded and gives a fine 
gloss finish on large area mouldings. A heat-resistant grade of this 
same high-impact polystyrene is also available; it will withstand 
continuous temperatures of 85°C., and is therefore suitable for such 
products as vacuum flask caps, washing up brushes, electric razor 
mountings and various other mouldings.

First European Conference on 
Statistical Quality Control 


THE FIRST European Conference on Statistical Quality Control 
will be held in Paris on July 11, 12 and 13. 


To the Conference, which is sponsored by the European Productivity 
Agency of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation, 
will come statistical quality control experts from Belgium, France, 
Germany, Italy, the Netherlands, Sweden, the United Kingdom and 
the United States. 

Statistical quality control, one of the most recently developed 
techniques of industrial management, has quickly gained prominence 
in modern industrial life, as it contributes towards lowering costs 
and improving the quality of products. 

Lectures will be given on such subjects as the use of statistical 
quality control in management, training and experimentation, and its 
technical applications in industry, and texts will be sent to the partici- 
pants prior to the conference. 

The European Productivity Agency, in organizing this first inter- 
national conference on statistical quality control, is fulfilling one of 
its aims, which is to enable highly qualified technicians from different 
countries to exchange their views and debate problems of common 
interést.

Interim Index of Retail Prices 


At April 19, 1955, the official index figure,* which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the 
base date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 147, compared with 146 
at March 15, the Ministry of Labour and National Service state. 


The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to increases 
in the average prices of cabbage, tomatoes and other vegetables, 
cooking apples and fish and increases in the charges for some services. 
These increases were to a small extent offset by decreases in the prices 
of bacon and ham and of dairy produce.

Contribution to Science of the 
Pharmaceutical Industry 


THE PHARMACEUTICAL socterTy of Great Britain, the professional 
body responsible for the training and examination of pharmacists, 
held a reception in London on Monday to mark the adoption of its 
new Constitution. This provides for the election of Fellows on the 
basis of a rigorous examination or original research, a development 
which accords with the Society’s aim to maintain professional standards 
at the highest level. The importance of this development is underlined 
by the Duke of Edinburgh’s acceptance of honorary Fellowship. The 
diploma conferring this was handed to the Duke of Edinburgh by 
the Society’s President at the reception. Membership of the Society, 
which received its original Charter from Queen Victoria in 1843, is 
now over 26,000, and there are some 140 branches in Britain, as well 
as a branch in Jersey and in Uganda. 


During the reception the Duke of Edinburgh inspected an exhibition, 
staged at his own request, for which arrangements were made by 
the Association of British Pharmaceutical Industry. The theme of 
this exhibition was the pharmaceutical industry’s contribution to 
medical and veterinary science. The 20 panels on display featured 
various classes of the drugs which have done so much to relieve 
human suffering, including such familiar names as penicillin and 
insulin. Specimens were also seen of some of the latest drugs, as, for 
example, Dextran sulphate for preventing the coagulation of blood, 
and the vitamin B12 which is said greatly to facilitate the treatment of 
pernicious anaemia. Among other information to be gained from these 
displays was the usefulness of antibiotics to fatten pigs and poultry 
for market. 


The achievements of research workers and scientists in the academic 
and industrial fields, and the success of the British pharmaceutical 
industry in translating laboratory results into full-scale production, 
have led to a remarkable expansion in exports. The Association state 
that these have risen in value from £3,280,000 in 1938 to £12,800,000 
in 1946 and £33,600,000 in 1954. Apart from their significance for the 
national economy these figures are a measure of the contribution 
made by the pharmaceutical industry in Britain to the prevention of 
disease and the relief of suffering in the Commonwealth and many 
other parts of the world.

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Visitors’ Day at Scientific Research 
Laboratory 


Visitors to the National Physical Laboratory, at Teddington, 
Middlesex, on May 20 saw more than 200 exhibits of scientific work 
and apparatus illustrating the current activities of the Laboratory’s 
nine divisions and test house. 


The fundamental research undertaken by the Laboratory in different 
branches of physics is of great importance to national security and 
well-being. The consequence for the individual citizen is, however, 
most immediately apparent in the work of the test house, from which 
there are issued daily thousands of clinical thermometers bearing the 
monogram known the world over as a guarantee of accuracy. Another 
piece of equipment checked by the Laboratory before use is an 
inhaler which is being made available to midwives; each inhaler is 
tested to narrow limits of tolerance at widely varying temperatures 
and respiratory rates. 


Noise Abatement 


Much of the research work on which the Laboratory is engaged 
has an interest for the public only a little less direct. Sound insulation 
measurements have been made on the party walls of a large number 
of semi-detached houses. The noise made in flight by helicopters, 
both fitted with silencers and without silencers, and the effectiveness 
of devices to dampen the sound of jet engines have been measured. 
Among the exhibits was a mobile laboratory used for noise measure- 
ment. Acoustics is one of the seven sections of the Physics Division. 
In another building the Light Division gave visitors an opportunity 
of operating in a darkened room the apparatus employed for testing 
different types of red rear reflectors for cars. Interesting also to the 
layman were the methods used by the Aerodynamics Division for 
investigating air flow over ships. The changing pattern of the smoke 
plume from a model ship could be plainly seen as differently shaped 
funnels were fitted to the model placed in an open wind tunnel. 


The work of the Aerodynamics Division is mainly concerned with 
aircraft, and consequently a prominent feature of its equipment are 
high speed tunnels which are able to create air streams at and beyond 
the speed of sound. This kind of tunnel is no novelty in the Laboratory, 
for a small supersonic tunnel was built in 1922 when a beginning 
was made with research on problems of air flow at supersonic speeds. 
The latest tunnel to be completed has a working section of 36 ins. by 
14 ins., and in this and earlier types the behaviour of air over different 
wing shapes is studied. Attention has also been paid to wing surfaces 
for subsonic aircraft and the data obtained from recent experiments 
are likely to lead to improved performance by transport and other 
aircraft now coming off the drawing board. Again the work of the 
Metallurgy Division has considerable importance for the future design 
of aircraft, for here fatigue tests are being made with progressive 
loading on aluminium alloys and other metals subject to strain 
ageing. 


From aircraft to ships: two tanks between 500 and 700 feet in length 
are available for the testing of hull forms, and a third is being added. 
Demonstrations were given of tests with a scale model motor boat 
towed beneath a gantry, and with a radio-controlled model, in which 
the helm and variable resistances governing the propeller direction 
and revolutions were operated by repeat motors controlled from a 
shore station. The work of the Ship Division has led to material 
improvements in ship and propeller design; at the present time over 
80 per cent. of new British mercantile ship construction is based on 
designs tested by the Division. 


Electronic Machines 


Confronted with the mathematicians’ latest tool, an electronic 
computing engine known as the Deuce, the layman is conscious of an 
almost unbridgeable gap between the scientist and himself. Perhaps to 
show the essential humanity of this machine, its demonstrators 
arranged for it to tell visitors the day of the week on any date in a 
year. Another machine, hardly less baffling, is a recently installed 
differential analyser, or analogue machine in which numerical results 
are given by measurement of the rotation of shafts. The results of the 
differential equations which this machine is designed to solve can be 
presented in either numerical or graphical form. A remarkable 
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feature of this machine is its ability to take in data in graphical form, 
a trick of which even Deuce is at present incapable. 

In a similar category to these machines is the flexible electronic 
computor developed and built by the Control Mechanisms and 
Electronics Division of the Laboratory. On this machine an electronic 
model of any type of physical system can be set up and studied on a 
much faster time scale. Its usefulness is growing with the development 
of automation, since it is particularly valuable for the analysis and 
synthesis of servo-mechanisms and process controllers. The simulator, 
as it is called, can fairly be described as a versatile instrument, since 
it is said already to have solved problems on subjects as diverse as 
aircraft behaviour and the effect of controls on the national economy. 
A very moderate charge is made for work carried out on the simulator 
for industrial firms and other organizations. 


Standards of Accuracy 


Some of the original functions of the Laboratory are carried out 
by the Metrology Division, which is responsible for providing and 
maintaining accurate standards of length, mass and time. As one 
illustration of the standards of accuracy which can be achieved today, 
visitors were shown apparatus for the measurement of the density of 
mercury to one in one million. This Division is continuing research 
into the possible use of wavelengths of light as the ultimate means of 
defining the fundamental yard and metre lengths. Work on electrical 
standards, together with electro-technics and high voltage, is under- 
taken by the Electricity Division which possesses among much other 
advanced equipment a surge generator capable of producing 3:2 
million volts. 

Since it was founded in 1900 the work of the Laboratory has 
developed along lines much broader in scope than the terms of refer- 
ence originally laid down by a Treasury Committee. In 1918 the 
Laboratory became part of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, and the Executive Committee’s Report for 1954, 
published on May 20*, is made to the Lords of the Committee of the 
Privy Council for Scientific and Industrial Research. 


The Laboratory has long since outgrown the Royal residence, 
Bushey House, granted by the Crown at the time of its foundation, 
and today’s buildings at Teddington cover an area of some 65 acres. 
Here in country-like surroundings there is now engaged a staff of 
over 1,000. But a constant factor has been the sense of public responsi- 
bility on the part of the Laboratory which has kept before itself the 
object, as expressed by King George V, ‘to bring scientific knowledge 
to bear practically upon our everyday industrial and commercial 
life; to break down the barrier between theory and practice; to effect 
a union between science and commerce.’ The advice of the Laboratory 
is available to inquirers with appropriate problems, and visits by 
appointment to discuss technical matters are welcomed.

Design Display at Copenhagen Fair 


A SELECTIVE DISPLAY arranged by the Council of Industrial 
Design, in co-operation with the Board of Trade, will be shown on a 
British Government stand at the British Trade Fair in Copenhagen 
to be held from September 29 to October 16. The fair, which will 
cover an area of some 150,000 square feet, is being jointly organized 
by the British Import Union of Denmark and the Federation of British 
Industries with the aim of increasing our exports to Denmark —- an 
old-established and very important market. 

The exhibits in the Council’s display will be selected from pottery, 
cutlery, glassware, leather and travel goods, and furnishing textiles. 
These will be chosen from Design Review, the Council’s photographic 
and samples index of well-designed British products in current 
production. 

To ensure that as many good designs as possible are considered, 
manufacturers are asked to submit, at an early date, photographs 
(or flat samples) of recent work, not already included in Design 
Review, which they would like to have considered for this display. 
Manufacturers will be required to lend, free of charge, the goods that 
are eventually selected, and to bear shipping agents’ fees and the cost 
of transport each way. There will be no display or space charge.

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Gothenburg Fair A Big Chance 
For British Exporters 


GREAT BRITAIN WAS SECOND among the foreign countries repre- 
sented at the Swedish International Industries Fair at Gothenburg 
from May 14 to 22. With 55 firms taking part she was next to Germany, 
who had 182 exhibitors. Other foreign entrants came from the United 
States (30), France (25), Norway (17), Switzerland (15), Holland and 
Denmark (13 each) and Italy (10). 


This was only the second time the Fair had been open to exhibitors 
from all nations, and for the first time the United Kingdom had an 
Information Stand. It was prepared and arranged by the Board of 
‘Trade with the co-operation of H.M. Consulate-General at Gothen- 
burg, whose staff manned the stand and dealt with the many inquiries 
received from Swedish importers about British products. They also 
directed inquirers to United Kingdom exhibitors in the various 
sections of the Fair, and gave British business men facilities for 
registering their names and local addresses so that trade questions 
likely to be of interest to them might be referred to them immediately. 
The display included an attractive selection of periodicals provided by 
the Periodical Proprietors’ Association ; trade directories were supplied 
by individual publishers; and achievements of British industry in the 
field of capital equipment were illustrated by impressive photo- 
enlargements and coloured transparencies. 


The Information Stand reflected a close working alliance with those 
Swedish firms that represent United Kingdom manufacturers who 
have established themselves in Sweden already. Like the rest of the 
Fair, it gave British exporters an opportunity they would do well to 
develop at each annual recurrence of Svenska Massan, as the Fair is 
called. The Swedish Board of Directors responsible for the Fair is 
a non-profit-making body drawn from over 20 different commercial 
organizations. 


Where ‘almost anything’ will sell 


Gothenburg, where the Fair is held, has long been the largest 
trading city in Sweden, with a first-class port taking 23-5 per cent. of 
the country’s imports; and trade with Sweden means trade with the 
United Kingdom’s best European customer. But if it is to maintain 
its present value to British exporters a determined and sustained 
effort must be made to meet rapidly growing competition. Almost 
anything except wood and wood products will find a buyer, but the 
Swedish consumer demands a high standard of quality. His own 
manufacturers satisfy that demand, and it follows that what comes 
from abroad must equal, if not better, the home produced article. 
This is becoming noticeable in the textile trade, in which France, 
Switzerland and Belgium are gaining ground to the detriment of 
British products. 


In the last few years, Western Germany has become a serious 
competitor for the Swedish market; an intensive drive (partially 
Government-supported) and moderate prices have done much to 
establish German goods firmly in the country. There is no doubt 
that British producers can do more business with Sweden if their 
goods are offered at competitive prices, and if they provide the quality 
required and expected. Many importers are averse to dealing with 
merchant houses and insist on direct contact with manufacturers. 
They are not yet convinced of the many advantages which efficient 
merchant houses provide. More also could be done by personal contact 
with the Swedish importers. 


Nearly 200 United Kingdom Firms 
at Paris Fair 


THE FOIRE DE PARIS was opened by the ‘Minister of Industry and 
Commerce, Monsieur Andre Morice, on May 14. The Fair: i is being 
held as usual at the Porte de Versailles fairground and will remain open 
until May 30. This year there are more than 12,800 French and foreign 
participants. About 3,000 foreign firms ‘ase éxhibiting or are 
represented, and it is ericouraging to find among them nearly 200, 
United Kingdom firms, rather'mote than in 1954. me 


There is a programme of National Days and the Je ournee  Belsahstdigne: 
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was Monday, May 16. In the morning, His Excellency the British 
Ambassador, Sir Gladwyn Jebb, toured the fair in the company of 
Monsieur Tony Bouilhet, President of the organizing committee, and 
visited many of the stands at which British goods are displayed. 
United Kingdom firms are very strongly represented in the Public 
Works Equipment Section, but British participation is by no means 
confined to this. Among the numerous other exhibits seen on the tour 
were refrigerators, washing machines, tools, plastics, leather travel 
goods, furnishing fabrics, office and foodstuffs. The 
— also visited the South African and Canadian 

stands. 


On the completion of his tour of the fairground, the Ambassador 
was the guest of honour at a lunch offered by the President and 
members of the organizing committee of the Foire de Paris, to which 
many British exhibitors at the Fair and members of the British 
Chambers of Commerce in Paris and Marseilles, as well as repre- 
sentatives from Commonwealth Embassies in Paris, were invited. 


Centre des Echanges 


In the evening a reception was held to inaugurate the Centre des 
Echanges, a new feature of the Paris Fair. This is an inquiry centre 
at which are concentrated various services of value to importers and 
exporters. On British Day, the services of a member of the staff of the 
Commercial Department of the British Embassy and of the Secretary 
of the British Chamber of Commerce in France were available to deal 
with inquiries from visiting British business men and from French 
firms interested in acquiring British goods. A rehensive selection 
of British trade and technical literature was available, and in the nearby 
cinema an interesting programme of British documentary films was 
presented. 


The Foire de Paris is welcoming an increasing number of Partici- 
pants each year and a visit to the stands emphasizes its strong inter- 
national character. It is encouraging to note the growing number of 
British firms represented at the Fair despite the difficulties encountered 
in some fields in regard to import licences. The Paris Fair still remains 
an important shop window which catches the eye of foreign visitors. 


British Atomic Energy Exhibitions 
at Geneva 


Tue UNITED KiINcpom is to hold two exhibitions on the peaceful 
uses of atomic energy in from August 8 to 20. They will 
coincide with the International Conference of Scientists, under the 
auspices of the United Nations, to which 84 countries have been 
invited. 

One exhibition of a purely scientific character and intended 
principally for members of delegations will be staged by the Unized 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority at the Palais des Nations. Covering 
an area of 3,000 square feet it will be mainly concerned with nuclear 
reactors for research and for the generation of power, and with 
specialized instrumentation which Britain has developed in this field. 

The second exhibition, in the Palais des Expositions, will be open 
both to delegations and to the general public. In an area of 5,000 
square feet United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority exhibits ‘will 
provide a general survey of the peaceful applications of atornic energy 
in Britain. The subjects presented will include Britain’s first Atomic 
Power Station, now being built at Calder Hall; the ten-year power 
station programme; —— applications in industry, medicine and 
agriculture; and nucleonics 


Associated with this hei feature will be exhibits presented by 
British firms concerned with atomic energy development.

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Production of Man-made Fibres 
in April 

PRODUCTION of man-made fibres in April was 5 per cent. less than 
in March, when there was one more day in the month. It was 11 per 
cent. greater than the figure recorded for April 1954, which did not, 
however, cover the full range of fibres. 

Production of continuous filament yarns was 9 per cent. less than 
in March, and about the same as in April last year. Staple fibre 
production was nearly one quarter greater than a year previously, and 


the decrease compared with March is more than accounted for by 
the shorter month.

New Zealand’s Imports Average Over £100 per Head 
of Population

THOUGH NEW ZEALAND’S population is only a little over two 
million, she was Britain’s fifth best customer and fourth largest 
supplier in 1954, taking £126 million of the United Kingdom’s 
exports and providing £177 million of her imports. The consumption 
per head of United Kingdom goods is considerably larger in New 
Zealand than in any of the United Kingdom’s other markets. In the 
first nine months of 1954 New Zealand statistics show her total 
imports on private account at an annual rate of £209 million, compared 
with £164 million in the calendar year 1953; of these totals the 
United Kingdom supplied 57-7 per cent. and 56:5 per cent. respectively. 
In addition to private imports Reserve Bank figures show that Govern- 
ment imports, though less than in 1953, were £20 million in 1954. 

New Zealand, then, is an important market for goods from the 
United Kingdom. There are good prospects of steady expansion in 
the future, as the population is increasing fast and should reach 
three million by 1975. Imports in 1955 probably will not show much 
growth because the income from exports — chiefly derived from wool, 
dairy produce and meat ~ is likely to rise only slightly over 1954, if 
at all, since dairy produce is facing severe competition in the United 
Kingdom market. Moreover, in the 12 months ended December 31, 
1954, New Zealand had a deficit of £16-6 million in her balance of 
payments (total receipts being £271-3 million, and total payments 
£287-9 million); and the tighter credit policy now being pursued 
by the Government will in any event tend to curb imports. New 
Zealand is, however, determined to do everything possible to increase 
her export earnings in the longer term, and success in achieving this 
increase will provide a growing outlet for United Kingdom goods if 
their manufacturers can maintain or increase their share of the market 
against foreign competitors. 


Imports from Britain 
The next two largest suppliers of New Zealand’s imports after the 
United Kingdom are Australia and the United States of America. 
Imports from Austraiia, the United States and Germany grew in 
the first nine months of 1954, but in every class of goods the United 
a remained far and away New Zealand’s main supplier, 
and registered much the greatest absolute increase in 1954 compared 


with 1953, although in some lines some countries secured a larger 
share of the total increase. 

United Kingdom textile piece-goods went up by some £7 
million to nearly £20 million (of which £5-5 million were cotton, 
£4°5 million wool, and £3-1 million rayon or rayon mixtures). The 
next largest source was India, who increased her supplies, however, 
only from £0°8 million to rather less than £1 million (just over £0°5 
million cotton). There is no doubt that demand for British piece-goods 
of all kinds will continue at a high level, though New Zealand buyers 
often express a desire for a greater variety of novel and exciting designs 
in cotton and rayon fabrics. This desire has led to an increase in 
imports from Continental countries. There is also some dissatisfaction 
with United Kingdom suppliers because faulty materials still get 
past inspection too frequently. 

Although the United States increased her supplies of machinery 
by £1-:5 million in 1954, Britain supplied nearly five times as much 
machinery, totalling nearly £27 million. Satisfaction with British 
machinery has grown greatly over the past year, and there are now very 
few complaints, although in some few cases there are criticisms of 
the finish, the packing or the assembly instructions. 

Imports of drugs and chemicals from both the United Kingdom 
and Australia increased by some 50 per cent. Although Britain supplied 
£4 million and Australia only £1-5 million, there is no doubt that 
in this field as in others Australia derives substantial advantage from 
her nearness to the New Zealand market and British manufacturers 
must remain alert in the face of Australian competition. 

Imports of motor vehicles from the United Kingdom reached 
the very high level of £18-5 million in the first nine months of 1954; 
imports from America (more severely restricted by licensing) were 
£1'8 million (twice the level of 1953) while Australian vehicles in- 
creased from £0°6 million to £0-7 million. There will, however, be 
increasing production of motor vehicles in Australia, including cars 
of American design of which manufacture recently began. The New 
Zealand demand for private motor cars is undoubtedly now fast being 
met, and British manufacturers must expect increasing competition 
for orders after this year. 


Imports of British knitted apparel, cutlery and pottery have 
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all increased appreciably and there are good prospects in all these 
fields, especially for British knitwear manufacturers, if the present 
import licensing restrictions are relaxed. The United Kingdom 
supplies over 95 per cent. of domestic hollow-ware and the great bulk 
of imported vacuum cleaners, polishers and household gadgets. 
There is a continuing brisk demand for all such products from 
Britain. 

‘n the field of capital equipment there is a continuing demand for 
contractors’ equipment and plant; and, though there is still a strong 
liking for American heavy earthmoving equipment, supplies of 
contractors’ plant from the United Kingdom have been increasing 
and future prospects are good. Similarly, although there is a strong 
liking for American heavy agricultural tractors and certain types of 
American farm machinery and implements, and substantial New 
Zealand production of a wide variety of agricultural equipment, the 
United Kingdom still supplies considerable quantities of such goods 
and there is a continuing brisk demand. 

Although New Zealand’s industrial development is still limited 
and on a relatively small scale, it provides a valuable outlet for ancillary 
equipment such as electrical apparatus, valves, hand machine 
tools, wires and cables. There are also frequent orders for such 
equipment for Government purposes placed by tender. 


Development Projects 


As we have seen, it is essential for New Zealand to increase exports 
in order to pay for the extra imports needed to maintain the present 
high standard of living, and to provide employment for the increasing 
population, mainly, of necessity, in secondary industry. New Zealand 
has no significant mineral deposits, but her climate is ideal for 
pasturage and any expansion of exports must accordingly rely to a 
large extent upon higher production of wool, dairy produce and meat. 
The Government are giving help of many kinds to this end, particu- 
larly in research, in land improvement and in marginal land develop- 
ment schemes. This should result in a rising demand for imports of 
farm machinery of a kind not made in New Zealand, for tractors and 
some other farm supplies. 


Further advances were made in 1954 with the schemes for exploiting 
the large man-made exotic forests. Forest Products Ltd. have now 
completed their £6} million plan for an integrated new saw mill, 
pulp mill and paper mill. Work on the township and mills for the 
Tasman Pulp & Paper Co. Ltd. is proceeding and the newsprint mill, 
with a capacity of 75,000 tons, is expected to come into production 
in July 1955. An order was placed during the year for a tissue paper 
mill which will operate on materials supplied by the Tasman Pulp 
& Paper Co. Ltd. In each of these schemes the main paper-making

The generation of electricity is a major development project. In 
the North Island work on a 100,000 kW. hydro-electric station, the 
fourth on the Waikato River, is well advanced and preparatory work 
has begun on a further station of 63,000 kW. In addition, the exploita- 
tion of geothermal steam, long discussed, is to begin under an agree- 
ment between the United Kingdom and New Zealand Governments to 
establish jointly at Wairakei a plant to produce heavy water in 
conjunction with electricity. In the South Island, which has a 
considerable potential of hydro-electric power, a consortium of one 
United Kingdom, one Swiss and one New Zealand firm of contractors 
is making excellent progress in work on a 320,000 kW. station at 
Roxburgh. 

Transport projects are providing and will provide a considerable 
demand for constructional materials and capital, goods of many kinds. 
These projects include railway modernization, the provision of more 
and better roads, the construction by United Kingdom contractors 
of a major bridge over the harbour at Auckland, and a large harbour 
development scheme at the Bluff, the port for Invercargill. The 
state-owned railways are replacing steam locomotives by diesel- 
electric locomotives and diesel-mechanical shunting locomotives. 
Many such locomotives are coming forward from the United 
Kingdom under orders previously placed, but the latest contract has 
been awarded to North American suppliers on grounds of price and 
better delivery. 

Under import licensing (introduced in New Zealand in 1938), 
and encouraged by war shortages, local manufacture expanded 
enormously. New Zealand now has five people in manufacturing 
industry for every four in agriculture. In recent years, however, the 
main feature of industrial development has been that existing 
industries have consolidated their position or expanded their output 
and fewer new industries have sprung up ~ both because consolidation 
has clearly become necessary and because it is no longer taken for 
granted that secondary industries will be protected from overseas 
competition by import control. 


Goods produced by new factories or extensions include paints, 
chemicals, plastics goods, glassware, refrigerators and other domestic 
appliances, motor cars (assembly), manufactured foodstuff, clothing, 
dairy machinery, steel fabrication and engineering products. 


Import Restrictions 


The New Zealand import licensing system differentiates between 
goods imported from the ‘scheduled’ countries (Japan, the hard 
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cufrency countries, Russia and the Soviet Bloc) and the ‘non- 
scheduled’ countries, including in particular the Sterling Area. 
All goods imported from the ‘scheduled’ countries, other than a 
limited number (mainly machinery, chemicals and raw materials) 
specifically exempted in the Licensing Schedule, require individual 
import licences; and at present the quantities of dollar goods allowed 
into New Zealand are restricted in greater or less degree according 
to their necessity. The number of items which may be imported without 
licences from the ‘scheduled’ countries has been increased in the 
* icensing Schedule for 1955 but the number is still small. Goods 
from the sterling area and the other non-scheduled countries enter 
New Zealand freely with the exception, first, of motor cars (which 
involve heavy outgoings of foreign exchange), and, secondly, of 
certain goods which are made in New Zealand and for imports of 
which no provision or limited provision is made pending a review of 
the tariff for each such class of goods. Most goods from Britain enter 
New Zealand freely but the restricted items are still fairly numerous. 


Some of the main items of which no imports, or virtually no imports, 
are allowed are men’s and boys’ woven outerwear; men’s and women’s 
footwear; rubber tyres; some kinds of sports goods and toys; most 
cardboard boxes and some stationery; most paints and varnishes. 
The principal goods of which limited imports are licensed are shirts 
and pyjamas; hosiery and knitwear, including knitted piece-goods; 
women’s woven outerwear; leather travel goods; many types of 
agricultural machinery and implements; galvanized iron manufac- 
tures; aluminium hollow-ware. 

Since the beginning of 1955, there has been no Exchange Control 
on transactions in respect of imports from soft currency sources 
(except of motor cars) although importers have been asked as a pre- 
cautionary measure to keep in close touch with their banks about their 
exchange requirements. 


Hints for Exporters 


The figures of New Zealand’s external trade, per capita, are very 
high, but United Kingdom exporters should always bear in mind the 
relatively small size of the population when considering the New 
Zealand market, and so avoid trying, for example, to settle sales 
quotas for agents and distributors which are impossible to reach. 
Competition is keen and for most goods some form of local representa- 
tion is usually desirable; the normal arrangement is a sole agency for 
the whole of New Zealand in view of the limited returns which regional 
agencies offer. 


As practical people accustomed to doing their own work, New 
Zealanders like to receive abundant and detailed literature describing 
the machinery and implements offered to them and giving all the 
necessary information about assembly, operation and repair work. 

The main demand for consumer goods in New Zealand is for good 
middle-range products. There is not much demand for expensive 
top-range goods, nor for imported goods of inferior quality, even at 
low prices. The removal of some import restrictions in recent years 
has shown that there is a steady and valuable demand for certain 
high-class goods such as china-ware and glass-ware, even though 
the retail prices are very high. 

There is, in general, a strong preference in New Zealand business 
circles for dealing with actual manufacturers in the United Kingdom, 
and it is extremely difficult to interest New Zealand firms in repre- 
sentative factors or merchants other than those whose trade with New 
Zealand is already well established and of proven advantage. The 
distance between New Zealand and the United Kingdom means, of 
course, that all surface mails and shipment of goods take a very long 
time. Exporters should, therefore, bear in mind that it is often a 
great advantage to send samples, as well as trade literature, by air, 
even though this may be expensive if the range is wide, since they 
may take six or eight weeks of more to arrive by sea. The distance 
makes it still more important that goods should be rigorously checked 
and inspected before despatch, since if there is any omission or 
mistake, the user in New Zealand must wait for months to have it 
put right. 

A very high proportion of the New Zealand population is of British 
stock, and their outlook, habits and tastes have much in common 
with those in the United Kingdom. As a result, most goods which 
sell well in the United Kingdom find a good market in New Zealand, 
and such goods from ‘Home’ enjoy a very real advantage over goods 
from other sources, as well as margins of preference in import duties 
of 20 per cent. or more over a large part of the tariff. But the readiness, 
and indeed the eagerness, of New Zealand to buy goods from Britain 
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must not be taken for granted or abused. New Zealanders are proud 
of their country and their independence of status and thought. They 
are very ready to try out new methods or devices and adopt them if 
they prove more suitable for local conditions. Moreover, the high 
cost of labour tends to make certain machinery and appliances which 
economize in labour —such as those developed in North America 
where similar conditions prevail—more attractive than similar 
machinery developed to meet the needs of the United Kingdom 
market. If other things are approximately equal, the average New 
Zealander much prefers to buy from the United Kingdom, but he is 
not prepared to pay substantially more, or accept an article less well 
adapted to his needs than one from another source. If every United 
Kingdom manufacturer who exports to New Zealand studies her 
needs and does all that he reasonably can to meet them, he will be 
very well rewarded by steady demand for his goods and great loyalty 
and attachment to them.

Turkey and West Germany 


IT 1S REPORTED FROM ANKARA that an additional Protocol to the 
Turco-German Trade and Payments t of February 16, 
1952, has been signed in Ankara. (See the Board of Trade Yournal 
of April 19, 1952, page 801, and November 7, 1953, page 949.) 

The Protocol extends the validity of the 1952 Agreement, of which 
it becomes an integral part, until June 30, 1955. Thereafter the Trade 
Agreement will be automatically renewed annually and the Payments 
Agreement quarterly. Both will be subject to three months’ notice of 
termination. 


The lists of goods which were drawn up under the 1952 Agreement 
will not apply during the validity of the present Agreement. Western 
Germany has agreed to permit the import of wine from Turkey to 
the value of $240,000 in the course of 1955.

Egypt and Poland 


NEW TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENTS between Egypt and 
Poland, signed in Cairo, are valid for one year from March 31, 1955, 
and will be renewed for a further year unless three months’ notice to 
terminate is given by either party. 

The trade agreement provides that the two countries will grant 
each other most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of custom duties 
and other import taxes. The amount of the authorized ‘swing’ in the 
payments agreement has been raised from £E.350,000 to £E.500,000. 

Raw cotton, flax, iron ore, lead, hides, rice and fruit are among the 
Egyptian products to be exported to Poland. Poland will supply 
Egypt with a wide range of goods including coal, foundry and metal- 
lurgical products, chemicals, agricultural and food products.

Argentina and the Lebanese

In accordance with the resolutions approved at the Extraordinary General 
Meeting of 16th December, 1954, this is your Company’s first Annual 
Report and Accounts to appear under its new name, The British Petroleum 
Company Limited. 

My statement ted to Stockholders on 30th October described the 
salient features d-the Agreement of 29th October, 1954, by which the 
differences which had existed since 1951 between the Iranian Government 
and your Company were settled, and of the financial and other arrangements 
concluded between your pany and the other participating companies. 

The Consolidated trading profit and other income for 1954 before pro- 
viding for Depreciation was £75,348,941 compared with £63,883,828 for 
1953. From this figure provision has been made of £30,406,091 for Deprecia- 
tion, the corresponding figure for 1953 being £20,056,243. After providing 
for Debenture Interest and £19,592,977 for taxation on profits, the amount 
available for reserves and dividends is £23,962,764 compared with 
£24,382,850 for 1953. 

Your Directors have placed £5,550,000 to General Reserve, which now 
stands at £36,000,000, and have recommended a final dividend on the 
Ordinary Stock of 14 per cent., making a total for the year of 15 per cent. 
on the capital as increased by the capitalisation last December of part of 
the General Reserve. 

Total Capital Expenditure during 1954 was approximately £55,000,000 
including the following main items: Refineries £32,500,000; Tankers 

9,000,000; Oil Exploration Interests £4,500,000; Marketing Interests 
8,000,000. 
PRODUCTION 

Crude oil production in Kuwait, Iraq and Qatar was again increased 
in 1954, when our offtake from those sources totalled some 36,000,000 tons, 
compared with 32,000,000 in 1953. As from 29th October, when the agree- 
ment between Iran and the Consortium companies took effect, to the end 
of 1954 our liftings from Iran were 440,000 tons, about one-third in crude 
oil and the balance in refined products. Our current liftings from Iran are 
at the rate of 5,000,000 tons per annum, including 2,000,000 tons of crude 
oil. 

In the United Kingdom our crude oil production was 59,000 tons 
compared with 54,600 tons in 1953. 

Exploration operations were increased during the year in the various 
overseas territories in which we have interests. 


REFINING 

Our total refinery throughput in 1954, at 24,000,000 tons, was 4,000,000 
tons greater than in 1953. Principal contributors to this increase were the 
new Aden refinery, which came into operation in July, 1954, and the Kent 
and Hamburg refineries. On 1st February last our new Kwinana Refinery 
in Western Australia was commissioned; that addition, together with the 
development of our other refining installations and interests, should 
achieve the figure of 30,000,000 tons which I mentioned last year as our 
expected total refining capacity by the end of this year. Concurrent with 
this expansion in refining capacity, the installation of new plant is in progress 
at many refineries in a constant effort to attain the highest quality of products 
in the most efficient manner. 

In Great Britain, throughput in 1954 of our four refineries totalled 
10,563,000 tons against 9,327,000 tons in 1953. 

The statement then referred to the refinery operations in Belgium, 
France, Germany, Italy, Israel, Kuwait and Aden, and continued: Such 
good progress was made during 1954 with the construction of the new 
3,000,000 tons capacity refinery at Kwinana (Western Australia) that it 
came into operation on February 1, 1955, several months ahead of schedule, 
a most praiseworthy achievement by all concerned. 

At Abadan refinery, which started operation in accordance with the 
agreement between Iran and the Consortium companies on October 29, 
1954, throughput was 898,000 tons by the end of the year; your Company’s 
offtake was 280,000 tons. Abadan refinery throughput is now at the rate 
of 7,500,000 tons per annum. 

Sea Transport: The British Tanker Company’s fleet now consists of 
148 ships totalling 2,063,000 deadweight tons, as against 142 ships of 
1,917,000 deadweight tons at this time last year. 


DISTRIBUTION AND SALES 
World demand for petroleum products, excluding Russia and her satellites, 
increased by about 5 per cent. in 1954, following the same trend as in the

previous two years. This world figure would have been greater but for the 
slight business recession in the U.S.A. where the increase was limited to 2 per 
cent. In the Eastern Hemisphere, wherein lies the bulk of your Company’s 
interests, the increase in oil consumption in a year of generally high business 
activity was 11 per cent. above the 1953 level, comparing with increases 
of about 8 per cent. in each of the two preceding years. This gain in Eastern 
Hemisphere trade, representing some 18 million tons, was matched by 
increased output of Middle East crude oil — particularly in Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia. 

The growth in refinery capacity in the Eastern Hemisphere last year of 
24 million tons was more than adequate to cover the increased demand. 
About half of this increased capacity, including our new refinery at Aden, 
was situated East of Suez. With the commissioning of Kwinana refinery in 
Western Australia we have now reached the position where the output of 
our new refineries East of Suez together with our share of products from 
Iran has eliminated the long back haul from European refineries that was 
such an abnormal feature of our operations over the previous two years. 

The Group's sales of crude oil and refined products in 1954 were at a 
record level of 41 million tons, about one million tons greater than the 
previous peak figure achieved in 1950, the last year in which we were fully 
operating in Iran. Sales in 1954 represented an increase of nearly 4 million 
tons, or 104 per cent. over 1953. Of this increase refined products accounted 
for just under 3 million tons and were 11} per cent. greater than in 1953 -a 
rate of increase slightly higher than that for the Eastern Hemisphere as a 
whole. We were able to cover a greater proportion of the increased sales of 
refined products from our own sources so that the amount of refinery 
capacity hired declined to 1} million tons in 1954 and purchases to 
6 million tons. 

The level of crude oil prices during 1954 remained in general unchanged. 
The trend of refined product prices left the overall return on the content 
of the barrel of crude oil relatively unchanged from that prevailing at the 
end of 1953. 

Our sales of aviation spirit have continued to expand, and the BP Aviation 
Service has again been entrusted with the task of providing in whole or 
part for the fuelling of many of the major International Air Lines, the 
Armed Services and other flight operations in the countries covered by its 
growing network. 

The BP International Oil Bunkering Service continues to provide an 
important part of world bunker supplies. 

As indicated last year, by mid-1954 BP Energol lubricants were available 
in all countries where we have general marketing interests. Sales of our 
branded lubricants show a very satisfactory increase compared with 1953 
both in this country and overseas and our largely increased production is all 
being disposed of through our own marketing outlets. 

In the United Kingdom, the continued upward trend in industrial 
activity was reflected in a strong demand for petroleum products in 1954, 
The market for premier grade motor spirit continued to expand, and during 
the year the inclusion of the additive BP 08 in BP Super ensured that it 
was fully competitive with the premier grades of other companies. Sales 
of fuel oil showed a marked expansion and we are being called upon to 
contribute in an increasing degree to the country’s industrial energy 
requirements. 

I drew attention last year to the mounting evidence of difficulty in 
keeping the balance product by product between market demand and 
what the Refiner can extract from the barrel of crude oil in Eastern 
Hemisphere operations. Events since then have served to underline the 
problem. The demand for heavy oils, particularly residual fuel oil, has 
continued to increase rapidly. High levels of industrial activity and the 
inability of other fuels to cope with the increasing requirements, has led 
in Europe, for example, to a rise of about 20 per cent. in fuel oil consumption. 
Demand is likely to remain high since oil will probably be called upon to 
satisfy increasing fuel requirements—in this country the Electricity 
Authorities, Gas Boards and Railways are all planning to use substantial 
quantities of fuel or diesel oil, The consumption of motor spirit on the 
other hand is generally restricted by heavy taxation and sales in the Eastern 
Hemisphere showed an increase of only about 9 per cent. compared with 
13 per cent. for black oils, This artificial restriction of the demand for the 
lighter fractions, which include motor spirit, continues to present us — and 
the oil industry in general - with a difficult situation.

Increased Duties on Some Textiles 


GOVERNMENT NOTICE No. 1009, published in the Union of South 
Africa Government Gazette of May 13, brings into operation, with 
effect from that date, the whole of the suspended duties on calicoes, 
drills, twills and sateens not exceeding 6s. 6d. per pound by weight 
f.o.b. entering under Tariff Items 76 (a) (i), (ii) and (iii) (see Board 
of Trade Journal of February 26, page 483). The effect of this amend- 
ment on imports from the United Kingdom is to increase the duty 
on such goods by 10 per cent. ad valorem. 

Government Notice No. 1011 of the same date excludes calicoes, 
drills, twills and sateens not exceeding 6s. 6d. per pound weight 
from the operation of special suspended duties, applicable to goods 
liable to maximum column rates, such duties on calicoes, drills, 
twills and sateens being simultaneously reduced from 15 per cent. to 
10 per cent. The maximum column is in no instance, of course, 
applicable to the United Kingdom. 


Export of Scrap Zinc 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have received a translation of a decision in 
the Syrian Official Journal authorizing the export of scrap zinc. The 
exporter will be required to produce a certificate from the authorities 
in the country of destination that the goods will be used in the im- 
porting country and will not be re-exported. He will also have to 
provide the Syrian Customs with a certificate that the goods have in 
fact arrived and been put to use in the country of destination.

Duty-Free Import of Veterinary Medicines 


A NEW LAw for the development of the livestock industry and for 
the prevention of diseases among cattle in the Dominican Republic 
provides for the setting up of a Veterinary Laboratory, under the 
Secretary of State for Agriculture, for the manufacture and sale of 
veterinary medicinal produc... 

The new Veterinary Laboratory is authorized to import any of 
these products which it does not itself manufacture, and such imports 
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will be allowed free of all Customs duties. A prior import permit will 
be required from the Secretary of State for ture, who will also 
from time to time, by decree, fix the retail prices of these medicinal 


products. 
Import Regulations for Leather 
and Leather Goods 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel has published the text of a decree 
setting out the regulations applicable to trade in leather, leather 
goods and the like. The decree says: 


1. This decree applies to trade in leather and tanned animal hides, and 
to trade in all manufactured articles having the appearance of leather. 

2. In conformity with Article 1 of the law of June 25, 1936, it is forbidden 
to import, to hold stocks with a view to sale, or to put on sale or to sell, 
under the name of leather, any products other than those exclusively made 
from the skin of an animal which has either been tanned or im 
in such a way as to preserve the natural form of the fibres of the skin. The 
same prohibition applies to products of which the description includes the 
use of the word ‘leather,’ to its translation into a foreign language, and to its 
derivatives and synonyms. 

3. Every invoice or delivery note which treats of the sale of products 
as specified in Article 1 of this decree must include the sales description 
which is applicable to it. 

Where it is a question of leather as a raw material, the sales description 
must include, in addition to the term ‘leather,’ an indication of the animal 
from which it has been obtained and of the method of tanning. 

Where it is a question of manufactured articles of which one or more 

usually made of leather are made of other raw materials which might 
be mistaken for leather, the sales description must indicate their nature. 

4. Firms dealing in leather, as well as in manufactured goods made either 
totally or partially of leather, or of a material likely to be mistaken for leather,

finishing and the provenance of goods covered by this decree, is forbidden. 

6. Goods covered by this decree which are intended for export may be 
sold under the trade description which is legally applicable in the country 
of destination. 

The requirements of Articles 3-4 above will come into force on July 18, 
1955.
